Dispos Rests with Senate, as 
President Never 
Withdrawn Pact. 

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The 
question of ratification of the 
Versailles treaty is up to the 
Senate and. its disposal rests 
with the Senate alone, Presi- 
ent Wilson having announced 
that he has done his best and 
the fate of the treaty is en- 
tirely with the members of 
the Senate. 

There is no possibility of the 
resubmitting it, for 
he has never withdrawn it 
from the Senate and so could 
not resubmit it. 

The contention of Sen:.tor 
Lodge that the treaty must 
be resubmitted by the Presi- 
dent, following its -iefeat at 
the end of the special session, 
is not supported by the Sen- 
ators of his own party. It is 
an extremist Position, recog- 
nized as such. It is not he- 
lieved in Washington that 
Lodge himself really believes 
in such a stand, for he is 
constantly discussing com- 
promises with various Sena- 
ators although never allowing 
himself to be budged from his 
“bitter-end” position. 

Ratification of the treaty 
can compe at any time the Sen- 
ate wishes to bring the qucs- 
tion up.

TAX ORDINANCE. |g

Declaring the business license 
ordinance, recently adopted by the 
City Council to be the most drastic 
measure ever attempted anywhere 
in the country, Jeff Chandler, who 
with Henry James, represents the 
wholesale and retail grocers in a 
suit to enjoin the enforcement of 
the ordinance, began his argument 
before Judge Jackson yesterday.
